Hon. Sam. S. Fifield, for Many Years 


Postmaster at Ashland, Answers 


Final Summons. 


Hon. Sam. S. Fifield, one of Wiscon- 


sin's best known and most estimable 
newspaper men, has passed from his 
earthly career, hia death having oc- 
curred at his home in Ashland last 
Thursday morning, after a short ill- 
ness, although he had long been in fail- 
ing health. In speaking of the depart- 
ure of this well known pioneer, the 
Press, a paper that was established by 
Sam and Henry 0 Fifield, says: 


Mr. Fifield was born in Bangor, 


Maine, over seventy five years ago. 
His mother died when he was a young 
boy, and the father moved west and 
lived in Prescott, Wisconsin, in the 
early fifties. Young Sam became a 
steward on one of the upper Missis- 
sippi river steamers and followed this 
work until he located in St. Croix 
Falls, Wis., where he had charge of 
the toll bridge across the St. Criox 
river between St. Croix 
Falls 
and 


Taylor's Falls until he moved to Os- 
ceola Mills, on the St. Croix, and be- 
came editor of the Polk County Press 
in the early sixties. Here be resided 
until he removed to Ashland in 1827 


He and his brother, Henry 0 Fifield, 


established the Bayfield Press in the 
early seventies, which paper was re- 
moved to Ashland in 1872 and Became 
known ss the Ashland Press, and was 
an ably edited paper under the man- 
agement of the Fifield brothers, and

brain fairly bubbles with inventive 
genius. New Ideas stream from him, 
and all branches of science are mas- 
tered with hardly an effort. 


Such was Frederic \Villiam Martino, 


one of those many brilliant Italians 
who left their native land to seek 
fortune in a foreign country. 


Martino came to England, and bis 


name Is most familiar from the Mar- 
tini-Henry rifle, the breechblock of 
which was one of his numerous In- 
ventions. 


It is an irony of fate that Martina's 


name should go down to posterity 
solely through a warlike invention 
which he himself thought little of 
when his greatest work was done In 
the cause of peace, for Martiuo was 
the discoverer of the process for con- 
verting basic slag into manure, a dis- 
covery which lias put millions Into 
the pockets of German manufacturers, 
but from which he himself. It Is 
stated, never reaped a penny. 


The fluted rib for umbrellas, a new- 


process for the extraction of nickel 
from Its ore, a new development of 
platinoid — immensely important 
In 


electric work—and a brilliant Inven- 
tion for the reduction of gold ore, 
these are only a few of Martino's dis- 
coveries. 
And yet he was so lacking 


in business capacity that In spite of 
his extraordinary output of valuable 
Ideas he died at Glasgow in 1903 a 
comparatively poor and obscure man, 
while dozens of others have been made 
richer by his genius. 


In I860 the chemist Lenoir patented 


a motor driven by an explosive mix- 
ture of air and gas. He used electric 
Ignition obtained from a battery and 
a Kuhmkorff coil, actuating a sparking 
plug very similar to that in use In the 
modern motor. The system of valves 
by means of which the suction of the 
piston drew in the charge of gas for 
the next explosion was also designed 
by Lenolr. 


In 18G2 he actually produced a car 


which, if crude, was similar in all re- 
spects to that In use today, save that 
he employed coal gas instead of petrol, 
and this be actually drove himself 
through the streets of Paris. 


Yet for reasons similar to those 


which caused tbe failure of Martino he 
never received tbe reward of bis gen- 
ins, and It was left for Daimler, nearly 
thirty years later, to produce the first 
of the practicable autocars. 


Lenoir died In 1900, poor and un- 


known. 


Three years later, in 1903, the life of 


George Sliergold came to an end in 
Gloucester workhouse. Shergold, orig- 
inally a shoemaker, was the inventor 
of the safety bicycle. He built a ma- 
chine of this order In the year 1870, 
the front wheel of which was twenty- 
seven inches and the rear wheel some 
thirty-one inches in diameter. 


In 1900, wben it first became gener- 


ally known that the man whose inven- 
tion had made millions for others was 
as poor as wben he had cobbled shoes, 
a public subscription was raised, and 
for some time an allowance of 5 shil- 
lings a week was made to Shergold. 
But the funds became exhausted, and 
poor Shergold ended uls life in the 
workhouse. 


How many people have ever even 


heard of Scheele? Yet this poor Swed- 
ish chemist was perhaps the greatest 
discoverer of facts that the world has 
ever known. 


We always hear In England that 


Priestley was tbe discoverer of oxy- 
gen. 
Yet Scheele made this most Im- 


portant of all chemical discoveries si- 
multaneously with Priestley. And it 
•was Scheele who discovered chlorine 
gas. 
Chlorine Is perhaps the most 


Important of all gases In commercial 
chemistry. 
It is the great bleacher 


that gives us white linen or white 
straw hats. It is also the best disin- 
fectant known. It Is essential to the 
manufacture of the great pain killer, 
chloroform, and it Is used extensively 
for the extraction of gold from its ores. 


Chlorine's value to the world has 


been Incalculable, yet Scheele, the man 
who discovered It, lived hungry and 
died a pauper. 


Professor Gore died a comparatively 


poor man, yet Gore was the inventor 
of the modern safety match, of tbe 
method of electrodeposltion commonly 
known as electroplating and of many 
other processes which have put mil- 
lions into tbe pockets of manufactur- 
ers. Gore's book, "Electrometallurgy," 
published In 1870, Is still a standard 
work on the subject—London An- 
swers. 


LIVE STOCK INCREASES 


First Time in Muy Years house is 


Shewn In All Classes in the 


United States. 


For the first time in many years, in- 


formation collected by the 
United 


States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 


ahows that all elaasea of live stock in 
the United States are increasing in 
number. Thus the real facts contra- 
dict, absolutely, sensational reports 
that pricec for meat and shoes would 
rise to unprecedented figures in the 
immediate future. It has even been 
said that a government statistician pre- 
dicted meat at 50 cents a pound and 
shoes at $10 a pair within the next two 
years. 
Such a prediction, the real 


government statisticians say, is quite 
unwarranted. 


On January 1, for example, says the 


Waupaca Record-Leader, the number 
of beef cattle showed an increase of 3 4 
per cent over the number a year ago, 
and an actual increase of 
1.212,000 


head. Hitherto the number of beef 
cattle in the United States has declined 
steadily since 1910. There are also 
more milch cows in the country than 
last year, the increase being 2 5 per 
cent, or in numbers 525,000. 
Swine, 


however, showed the greatest increase 
of all classes—9.6,per cent. On Janu 
ary 1. 1914. there were only 58,933.000 
swine in the country; on January 1, 
1915, 
64.618,OOO/ 
This is accounted 


for by the fact that the production of 
swine can be increased more rapidly 
than that of other classes of live stock 
and consequently an enlarged demand 
can be met more readily. 


The prediction of 50 cent meat and 


$10 shoes was accompanied by the de- 
claration that France alone baa taken 
from America nearly 300,000 horses 
within the last five months and that 
the other countries at war have drawn 
upon our resources in the same propor- 
tion. The facts are that more horses 
were on the farms of the United States 
on January 1, 1915, than there were a 
year before, the increase being 233,000 
head, or 1.1 per cent. 
So far from 


France alone having 
taken 
300.000 


horses from us, the total exports since 
the war began have certainly 
been 


much less than 100,000 and very likely 
not over 75,000. 
Since there 
are 


approximately 25,000,000 horses alto- 
gether in the United States, Ithe drain 
on account of the war is scarcely 
alarming. 


It is, in fact, pointed out by govern- 


ment statisticians that the market 
value of farm horses has actually de- 
clined to such an extent that the aver- 
age is now about $6 a head less than a 
year ago. This decline is most notice- 
able in the cotton states and in those 
states which make a business of breed- 
ing horses for sale in other sections. 
Mules have declined even more than 
horses, their value being now $11.50 
per head less than a year ago. 
The 


explanation is to be found in the de- 
pression on account of the cotton situ- 
ation in the south, which ia the great 
market for mules. An improvement in 
this respect will do much to restore 
the demand for horses, so that govern- 
ment specialists, while ridiculing the 
notion of a horse famine, are convinced 
that farmers will find it profitable to 
use good work marea for breeding mure 
stock. 


As for bides, the situation is not 


quite so clear, but even here there has 
been much gross exaggeration. 
From 


two-fifths to less than one-half of the 
leather used in this country is im- 
ported, about 25 per cent of the for- 
eign hides coming from Argentina, 15 
per cent from Canada, 11 per cent 
froai Mexico, 8 per cent from Europ- 
ean Russia, and 7 per cent 
from 


France. 
Since the outbreak of the 


war importations have shown a certain 
falling off, those for September, 1914, 
for example, being only 
34,000,000 


pounds, instead of 45,000.000 pounds 
the year previous. There is, however, 
little reason to suppose that this de- 
crease will be permanent or of suffici- 
ent importance to create any real scar- 
city. Since the great bulk of the im- 
ported hides cornea from countries that 
are not at war, shipments are not in- 
terfered with in any way, and the only 
new factor to be considered is the pos- 
sibility of an increased demand by the 
warring countries. 


It is believed, however, that the 


United States is now in a better con- 
dition to face such a situation tnan for 
years past. The tide, it seems, baa 
turned. 
Instead of live stock steadily 


decreasing year after year, this year 
for the first time, as has been said, all 
classes show an appreciable increase. 
Including horses, mule?, milch cows, 
beef cattle, sheep and awine, there 
were on January 1, 1915, 7,127,000 more 
farm animals than in January 1, 1914. 
The increase in the total value was 
178,024,000, or 1.3 per cent. It is quite 
true that this increase ia not yet pro- 
portional to the increase in population, 
which is approximately 2 per cent; but 
the fact that there is an increase, that 
the tide seems definitely 
to 
have 


turned, is regarded as a sufficient an- 
swer to alarming exaggerations and 
misleading figures.

The advantages arid disadvantages of 
the two systems are thus summarized: 


Cash rent gives to the tenant greater 


independence, for during the extent of 
his lease be is more nearly his own 
master, the business of running the 
farm largely concerning no one but 
himself. 
Rising grain prices during 


recent years have also made the sys- 
tem more profitable to the tenant than 
share renting. Another advantage In 
paying cash for the use of a piece of 
lend is the inducement offered for the 
tenant to put forth every effort to get 
as much out of tbe soil as possible and 
to strive for maximum production. 
Any increase in output means greater 
profit for the tenant and need not be 
shared with the owner, as is the case 
under the share system of renting.

and increased pay. Men of exception- 
al skill in handling the guns receive 
extra compensation of from §2 to $10 
a month, depending on the size of the 
gun. Divers and men in the subma- 
rine sen ice are rewarded for the risks 
they assume with additional pay, and 
those detailed for other duties, such as 
ship's tailors, certain coxswains and 
mail clerks, have an income addition- 
al to the pay of their ratings. 


Any disabled person ^ ho has served 


as an enlisted man in the navy for ten 
years and has not been discharged for 
misconduct may apply for aid from the 
surplus income of the naval pension 
fund, which may be granted upon the 
recommendation of a board of not less 
than three naval officers in "suitable 
amount," to be approved by the secre- 
tary of the navy. 


After twenty years- of service any 


enlisted man disabled from sea serv 
ice by reason of age or infirmity and 
who has not been discharged for mis- 
conduct shall, if he so elects, be en 


which are now limited to them, and 
upon qualifying they will be commis- 
sioned assistant paymasters. 


Yet another door is open to those 


who have good records and ability, but 
who have been unable to advance by 
the channels mentioned. They may go 
up through the ranks. Men who have 
served continuously and reach 
the 


grade of chief or first class petty offi- 
cer are eligible for appointment as war- 
rant officers, with pay of from $1,500 
to $2,400 a year. Warrant officers are 
boatswains, gunners, carpenters, ma- 
chinists and pharmacists. To be eligi- 
ble for this appointment seven years' 
service at &ca, with average efficiency 
of not less than 85 per cent, is neces- 
sary, and candidates must be under 
thirty-five. Warrant officers after serv- 
ing four years In this grade are pro- 
moted to chief warrant officers, and at 
the age of sixty-two they are retired 
on three-quarters pay.

Reply to U. S. Protest Says 


Blockade Is Necessary.

Commanders of Submarines Told to 


Use Vigilance to Spare American

Berlin, Germany (via London), Feb. 


20 —The replj of Germany to the pro- 
test of the United States against a 
blockade of British waters is couched 
in the most friendly terms, but firmly 
maintains the position of Germany 
as already announced. 
The. answer, 


which is a long document, was con- 
verted into code at the United States 
embassy under the direction of Am- 
bassador Geiard and on Thursdaj was 
transmitted in full to Washington. 


The note explains that Germany's 


proposed action is rendered necessary 
by Great Britain's policy of attempt- 
ing to cut off the food supply for the 
German cr>il population bv a method 
never recognized in international law. 
England's course in ordering mer- 
chantmen to fly neutral flags and 
equipping them with artillery, -with or- 
ders to destroy submarines, the Ger- 
man reply contends, renders nugatory 
the right of search 


Geimany holds that she cannot 


abandon that right under the stress 
which England has put upon her. 


Since Germany must compel the 


nations with which she is at war to 
return to the recognized principles of 
international law and restore the free- 
dom of the seas, she argues that the 
stand she has taken is necessary. 


The note

United States government send war- 
ships to England to convoy merchant 
vessel through the danger zone, with 
the understanding that vessels thus 
guarded shall carrj no war supplies. 


Hope is expressed that the Ameri- 


can government will understand the

The reply closes with an expression 


of the hope that the United States 
ma> prevail on Great Britain to re- 
turn to the principles of international 
law recognized prior to the outbreak 
of the war," and in particular obtain 
the observance of the declaration of 
London by belligerents opposed to 
Germany.

a substantial part of the European 
trade of the United States was in fact 
trade intended for the enemy coun- 
tries going through neutral ports by 
routes to which it was previously un- 
accustomed.

Washington, Feb. 22.—In a note 


drafted by the cabinet at a momentous 
meeting at the White House on Friday, 
President Wilson will tell Germany 
that her "war zone" decree is in viola- 
tion of treaty stipulations entered into 
with the United States, which guar- 
antee to the United States noninter- 
ference with its sea commerce 
Germany is at war, and which grant 
the same privileges to Germany when 
the United States is a belligerent 


The treaties specifically set" forth 


that if either nation is at war the neu- 
tral nation's commerce and 
inter- 


course with any nation at war with 
the other party to the treaty "shall 
not be interrupted" and "on the con- 
trary" . . . "the 
vessels of the 


neutral party may navigate to and 
from the ports and on the coasts of 
the belligerent parties." 


The first treaty, to which the at- 


tentlon of Germany will be drawn, is 
that made under the direction of 
Frederick the Great, and signed by 
his representative and by Benjamin 
Franklin, Thomas Jefferson and John 
Adams. 


The second treaty is that signed by 


John Quincy Adams and the repre- 
sentative's of the king of Prussia. 


Both these treaties expired by their 


own limitation, the first In 179G, the 
second 
In 1810.

can ships and American citizens, and

A "Flying" Maiady. 


The doctors are puzzled concerning 


e strange malady that has broken out 
at more than one aeroplane works, and 
has in one case ended fatally. 
The 


malady in some respects resembles 
yellow jaundice, and it is, rightly or 
•wrongly, attributed to contact with an 
aeroplane "dope," or to inhaling its 
odor. 


Further particulars need not at the 


moment be indicated, but it has been 
suggested that the source of tho trou- 
ble may be amyl acetate, which Is 
used as a "dope" solvent. Some mys- 
tery attaches to tne affair, the precise 
mature of the malady not having yet 
been determined, in spite of close ex- 
aminatiou and analysis; and, of course, 
until success is attained In this direc- 
tion no satisfactory precautions or 
remedy can be devised. 


Advantage of Silencer.

More than $100,000 can be saved to 


the state In printing alone, according to 
the report of the state board of public 
affairs, placed on the members' desks. 


"Thirty-six annual and biennial re- 


ports are issued by state officers, de- 
partments, boards and commissions." 
It is stated. "These 36 reports are de- 
voted exclusively to annual and bi- 
ennial statements of the work of the 
various departments of state govern- 
ment, and contain 14,642 pages. 


"A concrete example of the savings 


that would follow by reducing the 
number of pages is found In the insur- 
ance commissioners' report. This re- 
port at present consists of three vol- 
umes: Statistics and comment on the 
life and casualty, the fire and marine, 
and the local mutual companies being 
issued separately. These three vol- 
umes contain 3,442 pages, and the cost 
of publishing the 1913 edition was 
$11,478.73. A study of these reports, 
conducted with the advice of an ex- 
perienced and 
well-known actuary, 


shows that the 3,442 pages could be 
reduced to 380 pages without eliminat- 
ing any essential information. 
This 


would reduce the cost of the insurance 
commissioner's rei>ort from $11,478.73 
to about $1,383.95, a saving of slightly 
over $10,000. 


"More than 750,000 bound volumes 


and pamphlets have accumulated in 
the basement of the south wing of the 
capitol," it is said. "Of this number 
about 100,000 are volumes bound in 
cloth. 


"Since 1901 it has been the practice 


of the state to sell its waste paper and 
the accumulation of out of date re- 
ports to the junk dealer, who Is a regu- 
lar arid almost daily caller at the capi- 
tol. 
From January 1, 1914, to Novem- 


ber 27, l'J14, the state sold 26,440 
pounds of book paper, for which there 
was received a total of $131.72.

State Hospital Urged. 


Establishment of a state hospital, or 


a series of hospitals in. connection with 
present institutions for the cure of vic- 
tims of drink and drug habits was ad- 
vocated at a meeting of the Milwau- 
kee County Medical society. 


The society's legislative committee 


was instructed by a. unanimous vote of 
the meeting to confer with the district 
attorney on a bill to be presented to 
the legislature. 


The general sentiment of the meet- 


ing was that the victims of the drink 
and drug habit should be treated as in- 
valids. 


The present method of disposing of 


habitual drunkards in Wisconsin was 
branded as a relic of the barbaric ages 
by District Attorney W. C. Zabel. one 
of the speakers. 


He pointed out that while science 


generally recognizes that the drink 
habit is inherited, the laws of the state 
fail to recognize this and instead of 
giving proper treatment to the victims, 
treat them as criminals and punish 
them as such. 


To illustrate the way Milwaukee 


county is disposing of drunkards, who 
are really invalids, he took eight cases 
which appeared in district court and 
sentenced to the house of correction. 
One, 
a woman, the mother of children, 


was sent to the house of correction for 
the fifty-ninth time. Another woman 
had served 41 times, while a third 
woman had served 30 terms. Among 
the men. one had been sentenced 44 
times, another 41 times and a third 44 
times. 


"We lose sight of the fact that this 


condition may be hereditary ami yet 
ve sentence these people to prison 
without lifting a finger to help them." 


said. "Take that woman who has 


served 59 times. In all she has served 
1.800 days in the house of correction, 
f she could be placed in a hospital for 
a single year she might be cured and 
become a credit to society and a moth- 
er to'her children." 


He said that one might as well sen- 


tence a person suffering from tubercu- 
osis to the house of correction and ex- 
pect him to become cured. 


Dr. Herbert W. Powers, in speaking 


of habit-forming drugs, said that it 
takes but two or three weeks to ac- 
quire the drug habit. He said that 
statistics would tend to show that 
about fourteen per cent of the victims 
were permanently cured.

PLAN FOR GLEAN EGGS 


Sunshine Is Necessary for the 


Health cf Laying Hens. 


Poultryman Shou'd Follow Nature's 


plan and Make Winter Month* 


Comfortable to Fowls—Furnish 


Plenty of N&eto. 


(By A. C. SMITH.) 


Sunshine is absolutely necessary for 


the health and vigor of the laying 
hen. Low windows should be set so 
that the sun will shine into every 
part of the house during some part of 
the day. Roosts should be placed on 
a level, and not too high, as the hens 
are apt to injure themselves either by 
crowding, falling or flying against a 
projection about the house. Keep the 
•windows In the poultry house clean.

Rub them repeatedly with old news- 
papers. 
Sunshine in winter is the 


greatest of tonics. 


When poultrymen and farmers real- 


ize that the sooner they follow na- 
ture's plan and make the winter 
months as near like spring and sum- 
mer months, the sooner they will real- 
ize the height of their ambition—-win- 
ter eggs. 
Getting winter eggs is 


really quite easy if given a little 
thought and study. 
Using the gray 


matter in your skull will make you a 
successful poultryman. 


Poultry keepers may easily reduce 


the percentage of dirty or soiled eggs, 
and losses entailed to insignificant fig- 
ures. 


First, an ample number of nests is, 


of course, necessary, but an ample 
number means no more, than, and 
probably not as many as, are usually 
directed by poultry writers.

litter.

Method 
Allowable 
for 


Broilers Only—Attractively Dressed 


Poultry Sells Itself. 


Either scalding or the dry-picking 


method can be used for fowls intended 
for market, but for broilers only the 
dry-picking method is allowable. A 
chick only a. few weeks old is a very 
tender bird, but if scalded It will be 
found impossible to pick it without 
occasionally rubbing a little of the skin, 
off. 
These spots will darken and give 


the broiler a stale look.. The scald- 
ing will also Increase the tendency to 
decay. 
With dry picking not only 


will the bird keep much longer, but 
the natural firmness of the flesh pre- 
vents all fear of skinning. 


The more neatly a c-rcass is 


dressed, the better the chance to sell 
it to a good trade. Attractively dressed 
poultry sells itself, while inferior 
stuff goes begging. 


Dry picked poultry will stand larger 


shipments than those that are scalded. 
The carcass should be dressed im- 
mediately after being killed. To al- 
low the feathers to remain on for 
several hours will hasten decomposi- 
tion. 


When scalding poultry for market 


it is best to first dry-pick the legs, so 
that they will not necessarily be 
placed in the water and change color. 
Neither the heads nor the feet should 
touch the water. The water ought to 
be as near the boiling point as pos- 
sible, without boiling.

The condition 
of nests should be noticed daily, and 
the nesting material replenished when 
necessary. Plenty of nesting material 
prevents breakage and insures clean 
eggs.

are not used. This device works to 
perfection and sometimes cures cows 
of the habit. 


You will need two pieces of 2 by 4. 


Cut them to fit your gutter as shown 
in Fig. 1. Angle off one end so the 
cow does not lie on a sharp corner, 
make two half-diamond cuts in these 
pieces and set in the cross pieces. 
These are made of 3 by 3 and are se- 
curely nailed. If the gutter is very 
wide you may have to put in three 
strips, as a cow used to standing in 
the gutter will soon find she can get 
her feet down between the strips. If 
you have two or more cows that have 
this trick stand them together. You 
can make the strips long enough for 
several cows and put extra 2 by 4 
pieces In-to support the strips. Lift 
the rack and place it back to the wall 
before turning out the cows. This de- 
vice effectively cures your heifers of 
the habit. 


Keep salt before the cows at all 


times.

PRUNING A RASPBERRY BUSH 


Canes That Have Borne Fruit Should 


Be Cut Away Soon as Possible— 


Overcrowding Is Fatal. 


(By W. R. GILBERT.) 


The raspberry is too often left alone 


or prepared by rule of thumb methods 
only. 


When this is the case it is useless 


to look for good crops. 


The canes that have borne fruit 


should always be got rid of as soon 
as they performed this duty. 


Choose fine weather for this opera- 


tion, and leave three or four young 
shoots to each stool. Manure and let 
them grow away until spring. Then if 
they appear very crowded, let the side 
shoots be shortened back before mid- 
summer down to about six or eight 
leaves from the ground. 


By doing this the light and air will 


have free play, and without Mieir

The canes of the bushes must never 


be allowed to press one another. When 
this is the case good fruit Is impos- 
sible. Overcrowding is fatal to either 
fruit or flowers. 


The great object in pruning Is to 


open the heart of the trees or bush, 
BO as to admit the sunshine and air. 
The thicket of young suckers should 
also be removed. 


To form a raspberry hedge, plant 


the canes a foot apart, and train on 
wires. Cut out those that have borne, 
and train the young canes so that 
they are six inches apart. 


In regard to varieties, the very large 


kinds I consider very undesirable, ex- 
cept, as the dealer said, when asked: 
"What are the utterly useless razors 
you have to offer made for?" "To sell." 


These mammoth varieties look well, 


but they lack the juice and the pecu- 
liarly acid flavor of the raspberry. 


PLANT TREES WITH DYNAMITE 


Pt 


Excellent Results Secured at Two New 


Jersey Experiment Stations—Cost 


Is Little More. 


With peach trees planted at the 


Vineland substation of the New Jer- 
sey experiment station, the average 
growth of the dynamited trees the 
first season was 794 inches, as com- 
pared with an average growth of 655 
inches for trees planted in the ordinary 
way. 
In all cases the ground was 


thoroughly plowed before planting. 


In another test in the same orchard 


there was a difference ranging from 
652 inches, or over fifty-four feet, of 
growth to 1,397 Inches, or over 116 feet 
of growth per tree in favor of dyna- 
miting. Similar results were obtained 
with peaches 
at 
New Brunswick, 


whereas the apple trees showed prac- 
tically no difference in the amount of 
growth between the trees planted with 
dynamite and those planted in the or- 
dinary way. In all the tests made the 
percentage of trees living through the 
first season was practically the same 
under both methods of planting. 


The cost of planting was about five 


cents greater per tree for the dyna- 
mited trees. Although no conclusions 
are drawn from the first year's work, 
the opinion is expressed that the use 
of dynamite for planting fruit trees la 
worthy of a thorough trial.

Home-Made Filter. 


A large, common flower pot is cov- 


ered over at the bottom, the opening 
and all, with a piece of clean flannel 
or of zinc gauze. 
Over this put a 


layer of coarse gravel about three 
inches deep and over the gravel a lay- 
er of white sand of the same depth. 
Above the sand put four inches of 
charcoal, broken in fragments. 
If 


possible, use animal charcoal. 
Lay 


over the top a clean, fine sponge that 
covers it, or if you have not a sponge 
a layer of clean flannel. The top lay- 
er, whether of flannel or sponge, is 
to be made sterile by frequent wash- 
ings and boiling. Set the filter in a 
wooden frame and under it put a 
clean vessel to receive the water as It 
comes through the filter.
